The word “horizon” certainly im- 
plies much more than new build- 
ings. But new buildings are a very 
real part of Stout’s horizon, and 
new directions, new outreach, new 
ideas are inherent in the $7/3 million 
building program released last 
spring. 


Throughout the summer progress 
continued on the $1 million addi- 
tion to the library. The Menomonie 
city council approved the closing of 
Ninth Ave. between Third St. and 
Fourth St. and Second St. between 
10th and 13th Aves. 

During early August, as tire 


Alumnus went to print, it was 
learned from Joe Gubasta, Stout’s 
coordinator of facihties planning, 
that bid openings on several eager- 
ly-anticipated projects were immi- 
nent or had just been completed.

This included tlie science and tech- 
nology building (July 31), set for 
the area between 10th and 12th 
Aves., and Forutlr and Fifth Sts.; 
the administration building and 
demolition of die former Centeal 
high school (Aug. 7), a two-part 
project wliich will house adminis- 
tration at die corner of Main and 
Broadway and include a 65-car 
parking area; a round and “innova- 
tive” Child Study center (Aug. 13), 
nordi of Ninth Ave. fronting on 
Sixth St., and a materials testing 
laboratory (Sept. 10). 

Answering a critical need, park- 
ing facilities are being opened by 
removing vacant buildings on state- 
owned land. Earher this montii an 
additional 60-car ai'ea was opened 
behind Hovlid and Fleming. 

Other state - designed projects 
which are nearing consti-uction are 
10 tennis courts, eight south of the 
Health and Physical Education cen- 
ter and two soutii of North hall ad- 
jacent to Broadway; an audio-visual 
annex to be located in the basement 
of Bowman directly under the exist- 
ing A-V complex, and a language 
laboratory and speech correction 
laboratory to be located in the 
lower level of “new” Central school. 

Just over the horizon are two 
future projects, both in the pre- 
Hminary design stage. The first, a 
single student apartment complex, 
is tentatively placed south and east 
of Nelson field. The other, an“ out- 
door physical education develop- 
ment, will be made possible in the 
futme by the recent purchase of ad- 
ditional land immediately south of 
Nelson field.

She served under timee presi- 
dents, five deans and with a staff 
which has doubled tirree times and 
includes nine of her former stu- 
dents. 

Fibers, faculty, students, labs — 
all have undergone the growth ex- 
plosion.

Today the afiluent society has 
produced a different breed of stu- 
dent, the local boy is Stout’s presi- 
dent and the 12 members of the 
clothing, textiles and design staff 
scramble to keep up with the new 
fibers which almost daily join tire 
more than 100 now in use. 

Very much a part of tire overall 
growth of her department. Miss 
Van Ness’s name is irrevocably 
linked with two special innovations. 
In tire 1950’s when major remodel- 
ing began rmder the tenure of Dean 
Alice Kirk, Miss Van Ness worked 
with others in the development of 
a self-contained sewing unit which 
is now manufactiued in Wisconsin 
and sold as the Stout Sewing Unit. 

Culmination of her career, how- 
ever, was her initiation and organ- 
ization of Stout’s Fabric and Fash- 
ion study tours to Europe. She re- 
turned last month from her fifth 
tour, which she served as special 
consultant. 

Having taught the daughters of 
many of her former students. Miss 
Van Ness feels that today’s women 
have more initiative and creativity 
but are less willing to follow the 
instructor’s suggestions. Larger 
class size has done away with the
